= as We and Qur People have juſt reaſon to apprehend the ſeve- 

reſt Judgments of Almighty God, whoſe Clemency and Goodneſs We have 
abuſed to his diſhonour; which ConfiJeration hath alſo moved the Commitſfi- 
on of the late General Aſſembly to Addreſs the Lords of Our Privy Council ; 
That a Day of Humiliation may be appointed and keeped for theſe Cauſes ; 
Therefore We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council Command and 
Appoint a Day of folenn Humiliation and Prayer to be obſerved throughout 
the whole Kingdom upon the Days ;ollowing, vis, within the crown of Edix- 
burgh, Leith, Cannongate, and the Paroch of Wes?-Xirk upon the Lords Day 
next, the fifteenth Day of March Current; and in all the reſt of the Paroch- 
Churches upon this ſide of Tay upon the Lords Day the twenty ſecond Day of 
the faid Month of March, and in all the other Paroch-Churches within this 
Kingdom upon the Lords Day being the twenty ninth Day of the ſaid Month 
of March, Upon which Days of ſolemn Humiliation and Prayer reſpeQive 
forſaids, We and Our People are to expreſs our deep ſenſe of Our Iogratitude 
for Our former Deliverances, and Our grateful Acknowledgements of the 
ſignal Providence of God, in Diſcovering and Defeating the Treacherous At- 
tempts on Our Royal Perſon 3 and to deprecat the Wrath of God,and implore 
his Aﬀiſtance againſt all Forrajgn Invaſion, and inteſtine Commotions, which 
' Days reſpeRive foreſaids, We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, 
Require and Command to be Religiouſly and Seriouſly obſerved by all ravks 

and degrees ofPeople,by Preaching and other aQts of Devotion to be done and 
performed in all the Churches of this Kingdom, upon the occaſion and for the 
Cauſes foreſaids, OUR WILLIS HEREFORE, and We Charge you (ſtrialy 
and Command, Thar incontinent, thir Our Letters ſeeg, ye paſs to the Mer- 
cat=Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat-Croflſes of the haill Head burghs 
of the ſeveral Shires and Stzwartries within this Kingdom, and- there in Our 
Name and Authority make intimation hereof, that none pretend [gnorance < 
And appoints Our Soliciter to tranſmit Printed Copies hereof to the Sheriff and 
Stewart Clerks of the haill Sheriffdoms and Stewartries within this Kingdom 
with Coppies to be tranſmitted by the ſaid Sheriff and Stewart Clerks tothe Mi- 
niſters of the ſeveral Paroches within their bounds z And Ordaias this Procla- 
mation to be Intimat in the Paroch Churches of Edinburgh, Cannongatey Leith, 
and Weſt-Kirk upon thurſday nextz And Ordains the Magiſtrats of Edixburgh, 
Cannongate, Leith, and Welt-port to make Intimation of the ſame within their re- 
ſpeRive Bounds, by beating of Drumsintheſe Places upon Fryday next ; And 
Ocdains the Sheriff and Stewart Clerks of all other Places within this Kingdom 
to cauſe publiſh this Proclamation at the reſpetive Mercat-Crofſes within their 
Bounds, and the Miniſters to cauſe Read the ſame at their Paroch-Churches u- 
pon the Zords Oy Immediatly preceeding the Days Above-appointed; And 
Ordains theſe preſents to be Printed,
